In  addition  to  the  work  detailed  above,  during  the  month  of  July, 
the  sewerage  systems  of  Brynsiencyh,  Mevborough  and  Llanfairpwll  vere 
test-baited  for  Rats  and  checked.  It  was  found  that  e.11  baits  were 
untouched,  thus  indicating  that  all  three  sewerage  schimes  were  free 
from  rat  infestation. 

Test  baiting  of  severs  will  be  Carried  out  every  sit  months  and 
if  any  signs  of  rat  infestation  are  fotnd  the  necessary  treatment  of 
destruction  mil  be  carried  out. 

The  minor  sewage  treatment  plants  also  receive  regular  visits  and 
necessary  treatments. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1936,  SECTfffl-1  83,  DIRTY  PREMISES. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  resort  has  to  be  made  to  the 
Magistrates  Court  to  obtain  a warrant  to  enter  a dvelling-hou9e 
to  carry  out  work  of  cleansing  it. 

The  d veiling-house  concerned  cot.pyised  a living-room  and  two 
bedrooms,  and  had  been  found  to  be  slmOst  full  from  the  floors  to 
ceilings  with  rubbish  which  obviously  had  been  alloved  to  accumulate 
for  many  years  by  the  elderly  lady  living  there  alone. 

Surprisingly,  the  house  was  not  at  all  verminous,  but  three  of 
the  Council’s  workmen  were  employe*!  for  nearly  3 days  ±Q  cleariag  the 
house  of  rubbish  and  removing  it  to  the*  refuse  tip. 

The  tenant  has  since  left  the  district  and  because  of  the  defective 
condition  of  the  property,  it  has  been  closed  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Housing  Act, 

luring  the  year  informal  notices  were  served  iniespect  of  10 
houses,  including  Council  Houses,  which  were  found  to  be  in  a dirty 
condition. 

Although  efforts  are  made  by  such  tenants  to  cleanse  the  houses 
on  receiving  notice  unfortunately  it  is  usually  only  a temporary 
improvement  and  continual  visits  are  necessary  to  effect  positive 
advancement  in  their  habits.

The  extent  to  which  the  rural  district  is  provided  ^ith  mains 
drainage  is  that  the  villages  of  Nevborough,  Brynsiencyn,  Llanfairpvll, 
Star  Penmynydd,  together  with  Gaerven  and  Holland  Arms  are  served  by 
public  severs. 

CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT.  I960 

ANNUAL  CARAVAN  SURVEY 

The  annual  survey  of  caravans  and  c amping  sites  conducted  at 
the  peak  period  of  the  holiday  season  revealed  that  there  vere 
241  caravans  in  the  district,  with  73  tents,  3 less  caravans  than 
in  1961. 

The  total  rateable  value  of  holiday  caravan  sites  within  the 
district  is  £405. 

Some  cf  the  recorded  caravans  were  on  unauthorised  sites,  being 
’Touring1  ones,  and  others  claimed  exemption  from  requiring  a site 
licence  in  that  tha  caravan  was  sited  in  the  curtilage  of  the  dwelling- 
house  arid  its  use  incidental  to  the  enjoyment  of  the  house, 

A total  of  22  Site  Licenses  have  been  granted  and  conditions 
attached  to  them. 

Periods  of  up  to  twelve  months  have  been  given  to  enable  the 
site  operators  to  equip  their  sites  with  the  facilities  and  services 
necessary,  and  a further  survey  will  be  carried  out  to  ascertain 
compliance  or  otherwise  with  conditions  and  a report  submitted  to 
the  Council. 


REFJSE  DISPOSAL 


Both  house  and  trade  refuse  are  collected  once  a fortnight  and 
there  are  two  tips  in  use  for  disposal,  the  one  at  Llangaffo  being 
used  during  the  summer  and  the  Portharnel  one  during  the  vinter. 

There  is  a vorkman  employed  full  time  at  the  tip  and  the  work 

is,  as  far  as  is  practicable,  without  the  aid  of  earth  moving 

equipment,  being  carried  out  in  accordance  Tdth  the  recommendations

It  is  very  difficult  to  obtain  a regular1  supply  of  suitable 

and  sufficient  soil  or  other  covering  material,  but  the  best  use  is 

made  of  the  materials  available, 

Litter  bins  have  been  provided  at  bus-stops  and  lay-bye  and 
other  places  frequented  by  visitors  and  are '•emptied  regularly. 

Much  defacement  by  litter  occurs  in  the  district  and  in  some 
places  the  amount  of  litter  deposited  is  considerable, 

The  discarding  of  litter  comprising  Sueet  papers,  picnic 
wrappings  etc,,  is  due  to  throughtlessness  and  the  provision  of 
litter  bins  has  improved  matters,  but  the  vilful  dumping  of  unwanted 
bulky  items  such  as  -worn-out  mattresses,  car  parts  etc.,  continues 
to  be  a problem  at  roadsides  and  commons,  despite  the  fact  that  there 
is  a regular  collection  service  and  the  Council’s  Refuse  Tip  is  avail- 
able for  those  who  vish  to  dispose  of  articles  themselves  betveen 
times  of  collection  or  of  items  too  bulky  to  be  considered  as  normal 
house  refuse,

During  1962,  the  Council  accepted  undertakings  ftom  the  or mere  of 
houses  included  in  2 Confirmed  Clearance  Orders  that  they  would 
carry  out  works  to  make  the  properties  fit  for  human  habitation 
and  Revocation  Orders  were  made  and  subsequently  confirmed  in 
respect  of  Nos.l  and  2,  Pen  Cefn,  Llanddona  and  Nos.  2 and  3, 
America  Street,  Gaerwen. 

No  doubt  further  applications  for  the  revocation  of  Clearance 
Orders  will  be  forthcoming  as  owners  and  prospective  purchasers 
become  awa±e  of  this  entirely  new  provision  for  the  reprieve  of 
condemned  property,  and  the  Minister  hopes  that  local  authorities 
•till  consider  sympathetically  requests  from  owners  or  prospective 
purchaser©  to  make  Revocation  Orders.

HOUSING 


SLUM  CIEARANCE 


Up  to  1939 f 52  houses  had  been  included  in  Clearance  Areas 
and  confirmed  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  Seven  of  these  houses  are 
still  occupied,  five  at  Llanddona  and  tuo  at  Ne  vborough,  the  remainder 
have  either  been  demolished  or  vacated. 

Since  1956,  a total  of  117  houses  have  been  made  subject  to 
either  Clearance  Orders  or  procedure  relating  to  individual  unfit 
houses,  66  comprised  in  Clearance  Areas  and  51  individual  houses  and 
of  these,  1G3  have  been  dealt  rath  since  1961, 

It  can  therefore  be  seen  that  substantial  progress  has  been 
made  during  the  last  few  years  to  dealovath  these  unfit  properties 
and  the  programme  of  house  building  now  being  undertaken  by  the 
Council  vill  finable  the  majority  of  unfit  houses  to  be  vacated  and 
either  closed  or  demolished. 

At  present  there  still  remain  163  houses  considered  to  be 
unfit  for  human  habitation  and  suitable  for  closure  or  demolition 
and  it  is  hoped  that  during  the  coming  year,  the  necessary  Housing 
Act  action  mil  have  been  carried  out  with  these  as  veil. 

It  must  hovever,  be  appreciated  that  slum  clearance  is 
a continuing  process  and  additional  properties  become  unfit  from 
time  to  time  and  there  vdll  always.  be  houses  vihich  are,  to  some 
degree,  not  vholly  suitable  for  occupation. 

During  1962,  5 Clearance  Orders  comprising  13  houses  were 
made  and  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
for  confirmation. 

These  orders  -were  confirmed  vithout  modification,  and  Public 
Enquiries  were  held  into  tm  of  them,  viz,  Fron,  Gncl?.,  Llanfairpvrll, 
and  Chapel  Street,  Malltraeth. 
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
